At Dumping Grounds

A town composed of a number 
of conservationists and en- 
vironmentally concerned citizens 
will enter the new year with a 
problem which it faced but failed 
to solve in 1972. : 

The creation of a new sanitary 
landfill area for the town was the 
town’s top concern in 1972 and 
despite efforts to resolve the 
issue, under orders from the 
state health authorities, two 
town meetings failed to come up 
with a solution. 

As the new year approaches in 
a few short days, the town has 
once again been ordered to take 
remedial action and close the 
Chandler Road dump site by the 
state, an action it was supposed 


to take in November of this year. 


The problem of the landfill a 
matter facing almost every com- 
munity in the Commonwealth 
was faced early in the year by 
local officials. 

Aware that the Chandler cad 
site was being examined by state 
authorities and knowing of the 
pollution problems resulting 
from its location on the Fish 
Brook watershed, town officials 
began over a year ago to take 
steps to cure the problem. 

Town meeting of 1971 provided 
funds for drainage work, which 
was carried out this year. 
Substantial funds were ap- 
propriated for fill to adequately 
cover the daily deposit of refuse 
at the site, both in 1971 and 1972. 

The consulting firm of Metcalf 
and Eddy was retained to 
examine prospective dump sites 
and make recommendations to 
the town. 

Two sites were chosen, one the 
Lowell Junction industrial area 
and the other a former gravel pit 
area off Woburn street. 


The selectmen chose the 
Woburn street, or Cyr-Cronin- 
Brooks site as its prime choice, 
but were to allow consideration 
of the more expensive Lowell 
Junction area for town meeting

Road site is not suitable for use 
as a solid waste facility, and the 
department shall forthwith take 
steps under Section 150A of 
Chapter 111 of the General Laws 
to rescind the assignment of this 
site.”’

munities have been examining 
the solid waste problem and its 
possible solution on a regional 
basis, with several sites under 
consideration for a regional 
plant.

area,’ the manager said. 

The direction of school con- 
struction, or meeting the needs 
of the town in educational plant, 
will also be facing the town in 
1973. 

Voters will be asked to provide 
$1,200,00 for renovation of the 
Doherty and Shawsheen schools 
in March. 

The town manager views this 
as a possible indication of how 
the town may wish to meet their 
future school needs, either with 
renovation projects, or through 
new construction. 

The town’s educational system 
is already faced with a crush at 
the junior high level, with the re- 
cent announcement of the closing 
of the seventh and eighth grades 
of St. Augustine’s Parochial 
school. 

The additional 100 pupils will 
overcrowd the two existing 
junior high schools, a problem 
which school authorities and 
town officials will wrestle with in 
the coming year. 

In general, the town manager, 
in viewing the year ahead, feels 
that the March town meeting 
story, may well set the course of 
Andover’s future for several 
years to come.

Cyr-Cronin-Brooks area was 
placed before the voters at the 
October town meeting. 

The need for a new site was put 
before the voters by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin, who 
repeted the state’s citation to 
close the Chandler Road location 
or face a fine of $500 per day for 
violations. 

During the session, Dr. Albert 
J. Greenberg, a member of the 
Finance Committee, put forth 
figures on the possible municipal 
collection of refuse with the 
material to be trucked out of 
town for deposit elsewhere. 

Between the possibility of in- 
stitution of municipal collection 
and the new proposal of contrac- 
ting the job cheaper than 
operating a dump locally, confu- 
sion reined and a new site was 
rejected in October. 

The town manager and 
selectmen, concerned with the 
impending state orders, met with 
the FinCom later in the month, 
agreed it was cheaper to operate 
a sanitary landfill locally, and 
put the matter before the voters 
once again. 

This time, the town officials 
and town meeting in general ran 
into something never an- 
ticipated. 

Abutters to the Woburn street 
site, naturally opposed to the 
dump loction, had planned a 
methodical opposing view on the 
location of the dump at the Cyr- 
Cronin-Brooks location. 

Like shooting ducks in an 
amusement center gallery, the 
residents took the floor and 
plunked off every supporting 
reason for the dump on Woburn 
street. 

When it was over, the proposal 
failed to receive the two-thirds 
majority vote and the town was 
back where it started several 
months previous, still seeking to 
meet a state mandate and 
provide a new landfill area. 

As the new year commences, 
the town has received a state 
order to close the dump and take 
the necessary steps to abate 
pollution problems at Chandler 
Road and in the Fish Brook 
Watershed area, under threat of 
imposing fines and other 
statutory possibilities.

several years, the merger of the 
two schools into one co- 
educational private school was 
accomplished as an initial act of 
the new Phillips Academy Head- 
master Theodore Sizer. 

Sizer, of the Harvard school of 
education, had been chosen to 
succeed the late John M. Kemper 
in the spring. He was to be in- 
stalled as headmaster in 
September. 

The announcement of the 
merger was made at his formal 


“inauguration. 


As a result of town meeting ac- 
tions, the town’s tax rate, in con- 
troversy between the selectmen 
and FinCom from January to 
March, rose $4 to $50 per thou- 
sand dollars valuation on 100 per- 
cent fair cash value of property. 

The FinCom, under the then 
Chairman Dr. Albert Greenberg, 
had been aiming at retaining the 
$46 rate, but the selectmen and 
town manager insisted that the 
rate would rise by as much as $5. 
In the end the selectmen proved 
their predictions more accurate. 

Andover sent its first native 
son to Congress, in November 
with the election of Paul W. 
Cronin to the post vacated by 
former Cong. F. Bradford Morse 
who accepted an appointment to 
the U.N. 

Cronin, who had been a 
selectmen in Andover, a state 
representative and assistant to 
Morse, waged a difficult cam- 
paign against Democrat liberal 
John F. Kerry. 

As one of his initial acts, Cong.- 
Elect Cronin got the city of 
Lawrence and town of’ Andover 
together on a sewer truck line 
tie-in thus paving the way for the 
possible opening up of the West 
Andover Industrial area. 

Hewlitt-Packard, a medical 
monitoring manufacturing firm 
announced plans to locate in 
West Andover provided utilities 
and improved roads could be 
provided. 

The sewer tie-in was a vital 
link and Cronin acted swiftly to 
resolve differences between the 
town and city to ease the matter 
and provide a better economic 
future for the entire area. 

In the national election in 
November, Andover placed its 
support behind President Nixon 
and Senator Brooke on the 
national level. At the state house, 
it received a new representative 
in Atty. Arthur Sobil’ of 
Lawrence, who will serve 
precincts two and four, having 
defeated freshman Represen- 
tative William Arvanitis. 

Andover support for Donald 
Gar. ner for County Com- 
miss ner and William S. Nagel 
for t!.e same post failed to carry 
throughout the county. 

In all, 1972, which could be 
classified as a sort of year of the 
dumping grounds, was a good one 
in Andover, but, unfortunately 
many of the costly problems it 
faced in the year fading into 
obscurity, will again be faced in 
1973.

In Russia Problems Get Settled Fast 


By Helen M. Eccles 


A_ Russian school headmaster 
visiting Andover told the high 
school teachers and studenis that 
in his country, the whole issue of 
girls wearing trousers to school, 
students wearing bluejeans and 
boys wearing long hair would be 
settled within two weeks! 

Nikolai Antonovich Shestakov 
meant what he said, but there 
was a twinkle in his eye. His 
advice was friendly. He found 
much to praise at the high school 
and at Phillips Academy, where 
he spent two weeks on a USSR- 
USA teacher exchange. Nikolai 
said he found many features and 
ideas to take back to School No. 1

in Minsk, Russia. 

Nikolai doesn’t agree with the 
U.S. Courts which have ruled 
that a pupil may wear whatever 
clothes he chooses to school - 
under the Bill of Rights’ freedom 
to express himself. Nikolai is 
also surprised that the high 
school and Phillips Academy 
allow a student to drop a 
language after only two years of 
study. 

“The first years of studying a 
foreign language are the hardest 
and dullest, learning grammar 
rules. After that it becomes 
easier and more enjoyable, as 
proficiency grows, SO a student 
should continue.” 

This is easier to manage in 
Russia! 

There each school has only one 
foreign language parents choose 
the school partly by what 
language they wish their children 
to learn and students are 
required to continue to study the 
language from eleven years old 
until they graduate six years 
later. 

‘What if a student disagrees?” 
Nikolai was asked by Andover 
High School students. Then, said 
the Russian headmaster, the 
school authorities explain, ‘‘This 
is necessary and important in 
your life, so you should 
continue.’ And that is that. 


Nikolai Antonovich 
emphasized that the Russian 
school and its parents work very 
closely together and scarcely 
ever disagree. Most parents sup- 
port the school’s strictest 
measures, fully. In the school he 


heads, he explains, the issue of . 


wearing school uniforms came 
up. The school authorities called 
in the parents, and told the 
reasons why they thought it 
would be wise less distractions, 
less distinction between the well- 


to-do and poorer students and 99 
percent of the parents agreed. 
The close agreement of parents 
with the schools, he said, 
eliminates most discipline 
problems. 

“But what if pupils still don’t 
obey?” asked a high school girl, 
who studies Russian. 

“Then we talk with the 
parents, to find some ways. It 
doesn’t hurt to press on a pupil’s 
personality, to require that he 
perform school regulations. 
Classmates press him, teachers 
talk to him. Then I have a chat 
with him. If he doesn’t measure 
up after everyone’s efforts, he is 
not given a diploma. 

When asked about freedom, 
Mr. Shestakov told the high 
school students with a twinkling 
eye, ‘They have freedom, to 
study, work and rest.” But he 
was eager to tell about his 
school, and the students to ques- 
tion him. 

Headmaster 

Shestakov is headmaster of 
Minsk’s No. 1 School, a public 
day school where children study 
academic subjects from the age 
of 7 to 17, for the ten years that 
are now compulsory for all 

Russian children. The school has 
1,700 pupils, a teaching faculty of 
150, with a supportive staff of 
50.80 percent of his graduates 
going on to further study. 


School No. 1 in Minsk has 
English as its foreign language, 
and the headmaster came to 
America, under joint auspices of 
the American Friends Service 
Committee and the American 
Field Service, to learn more 
about the teaching of English. 

Nikolai’s interest and pride in 
his own school are evident. Just 
as obvious is his keen interest in 
learning ways to improve 
teaching and administration in

the school. 

“Your library is better than 
ours,”’ he said in Andover. ‘‘Here 
I can see how I could have done 
better, and I will consider how I 
can develop a larger library.’’ He 
noted that a nearby medical 
plant sometimes gives funds for 
educational purposes, and he 
hopes they will help with the 
library. School No. 1 does have 
good facilities - 110 classrooms 
and laboratories, two 
gymnasiums, and a swimming 
pool. 

The Russian students of 
Andover High School teachers 
Michael Bryne and Dorothy 
Goclowski were amazed to learn 
from Mr. Shestakov that Russian 
students their age take 15 
subjects, and that all courses are’ 
obligatory. 

A chief difference between the 
Russian and American 
curriculum is that Americans 
take a year of a science, for 
example, then after they've 
‘“‘had’’ chemistry, take biology 
for a year, then physics, if 
they’re really interested in 
science. 

The Russian pupil, on the other 
hand, never drops a subject, once 
he has begun it. The older 
students are taking chemistry, 
biology and physics, the English 
language and other courses 
simultaneously, and continue to 
study each until graduation. The 
courses do not meet every day, - 
more likely three times a week - 
but then, the Russian school 
pupil's week is six days long! 
Another shocker for the 
American student! 

But all is not academic work. 
The Russian school day is a little 
shorter than ours, with the first 
three grades, 7 - 10 year olds, 
stopping at noon, the 11 - 15 year 
olds leaving at 1 p.m. and the 
older students through at 2 p.m. 

Atter school is out, the hobby 
circles meet at school - for 
sports, which almost every one 
takes, music and special interest 
circles, such as. dramatics, 

language and science clubs.

Homework 

When the students go home, 
they are expected to do 
homework, at least four hours a 
night for the oldest students, and 
an hour or more for even the 
seven year olds. 

Robert Lane, P.A. Russian 
instructor who was chief host to 
Nikolai Antonovich Shestakov 
during his stay on the PA cam- 
pus, says that a visit to the 
Bancroft School left Nikolai in a 
state near shock. It is 
diametrically opposite to 
Russia’s very tightly structured 
elementary school, where pupils 
are instructed in close detail. 
Nikolai politely said that this 
open education was a very, very 
different system, and perhaps in 
ten years the approach might be 
justified. It is clear the Minsk is 
not on the same wave-length as 
Andover, which is attempting to 
individualize the learning 
education to the abilities and 
needs of the individual child. 

Mr. Shestakov told the high 
school classes he talked to that 
Mark Twain, Theodore Dreiser, 
Ernest Hemingway and Jack 
London are American authors ad- 
mired in Russia. 

Program New 

His disappointment, it was 
clear, was that so few American 
students take Russian, but he 
realized that the Russian 
program at the high school was 
very new. Forth percent of 
Russian school children take 
English, he told the high school

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students. He also told them that 
in Russian education is free, and 
university students are paid to go 
to the university. Medical 
assistance is also free, he noted, 
and women enjoy equal status 
with men in work and education. 
The girls seemed impressed to 
learn that 60 percent of Russia’s 
doctors are women. 

Nikolai Antonovich Shestakov 
left Andover for New Jersey, 
Philadelphia and finally, 
Chicago, before returning to 
Russia. During his two weeks on 
the Phillips Campus, Nikolai 
visited classes, primarily, to 
learn all he could about the 
teaching of English. He was also 
helping Russian teachers Robert 
Lane and Allan Stevens by taping 
hundreds of feet of Russian for 
the PA language lab. 

What benefits does he see 
himself taking back to Minsk? 
“First, I'll work at English more 
profoundly. One benefit is that I 
see that English students in the 
USSR and Russian students here 
have the same sorts of problems, 
learning each others’ language. I 
know what points to pay most 
attention to.”’ 

He said he would carry back a 
strong impression of the 
excellent school staff he had

Speakers in the series are: Jan.

Mr. Shuttleworth has uncovered 
a number of old views of the city 
not previously known or seen in 
the area. 

Jan. 11, Mrs. Charles L. 
Kaufmann, who will speak on 
“Homes of Mill Operatives in 
Lawrence, 1846-1911.’ Her paper 
is a survey of the types of housing 
occupied by the mill operatives 
from the construction of the first 
boarding houses for the Atlantic 
Mills, to the housing built by the 
American Woolen Company in 
the early twentieth century.

1890. She states, ‘In general 
this will involve a description of 
the [Establishment in Lawrence 
during the latter part of the 
nineteenth century, .who com- 
prised it, where they lived, what 
they did for. Lawrence and how 
they felt about the city, As might 
be éxpected, Lawrence's 
establishment in this period was 
largely Protestant, though 
beginning to admit Irish 
Catholics, and was composed of 
professionals and successful 
business men, and local top 
management of the mills. They 
lived in the area around the 
Common and were very active in 
local charities. They seem to 
have taken a great deal of pride 
in living in Lawrence which 
epitomized the progressive city 
of the century.’’

Bird Count 


By Dana Duxbury 
Thirty Andoverites joined 
20.000 people in over 1.000 
' locations throughout the country 
this holiday season in observing 
and recording the wintering bird 

population in this region. 
Fifteen mile diameter circles 
are drawn in each separate 
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blizzard. Oh. for a day in May - 
even a 6 a.m. Sunday May bird 
walk! Other keen birders are 
glued to their windows watching 
their bulging bird feeders which 
are so full they are able to attract 
birds from miles away. 

Here in this region, six 
different groups and twenty 
scattered feeders amassed a 
grand total for this year’s Christ- 
mas Bird Count of thirty-three 
species. A wintering field 
sparrow was the most unusual 
species recorded. The Southern 
trio - mockingbirds, cardinals 
and tufted titmice again added as 
they have only the past couple of 
vears a bit of additional spice to 
this count. All of them have for 
some difficult to explain reasons 
extended their ranges northward 
in the past few years. Three 
ducks still were able to find open 
water - the black, mallard and 
golden-eye. 

Feeders contributed many 
species including the hairy and 
downy woodpeckers, chickadees, 
the white-breasted nuthatches, 
brown creepers, Evening 
Grosbeaks, Purple and Gold 
Finches, and the White-throated, 
song and tree sparrows. Two 
stragglers, the red-winged 
blackbird and the grackle and a 
dawdler. the Fox sparrow were 
also attracted by feeders. Why 
would the National Audubon 
Society which keeps the records 
for these counts, encourage this 
activity each year? 

Over the years, ornithological 
density and new ranges for 
different species begin to evolve. 
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A brief survey of some of the 
different production techniques, 
most of which represent a turn 
from naturalism. may suggest 
new concepts of production to the 
director. Some of these styles 
stray very little from realistic 
production, others are radically 
different. Previously when we 
have the term style, we have 
referred to the techniques of any 
type of production. Stylization is 
more than general production 
technique. It is the specific of 
exact manner of production 
which the play demands. Every 
play is a specific entity and may 
require a specific style to 
communicate its meaning.

Overseas Calling On Increase 


Alexander Graham Bell may 
not have invented the phrase 
‘multinational business,” but in 
a sense he was its patron saint. 

During an age when the branch 
offices of companies stretch 
from New York to Frankfurt to 
Nairobi, the telephone keeps 
them all together. 

It also helps millions of friends 
and relatives keep in touch. 

The volume of overseas calling 
is increasing 20 to 25 per cent 
annually. On that basis, the 
American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company predicts 40 
million calls will be made to or 
from the U.S. this year. The 
number is expected to mushroom 
to 200 million by 1980. 

Of this total of 40 million, 
Massachusetts accounts for 1,- 
148,000, or nearly 3 per cent. 

As for who is calling, AT and 
T’s Long Lines Department the 
interstate and international 
operating unit of the Bell System 

said that business placed almost 
half of the overseas calls last 
year. 

Of all the people making 
overseas calls in 1971 (including 
both business and residence 
calls), 25 per cent were in their 
teens or twenties; 40 per cent 
were women. 

About half of all overseas calls 
were made by people who place 
one or more calls each month. 
But 20 per cent were placed by 
people who call abroad only once 
or twice a year. 


AT and T said 75 percent of 
those who called abroad placed 
the calls themselves. Others 
turned to a secretary or 
switchboard for assistance. 
While the volume of both 
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business and non-business calls 
has been growing, non-business 
calls have been increasing 
somewhat faster. 

The company attributes this to 
several factors lower rates, 
improved service, tourism and 
the increasing affluence of 
people who live in the U.S. and 
who have relatives in other 
countries. 

New technology has made it 
more economical to provide 
overseas service. As a result, 
rates have dropped, attracting 
more callers. 

Between 1960 and 1972, AT and 
T said, overseas rate reductions 
saved U.S. customers an 
estimated $78.7 million. 

In the last 45 years, while the 
cost of living has multiplied, the 
cost of an overseas telephone call 
has been reduced to less than a 
tenth the original rate. When the 
first radio telephone facilities 
linked New York to Europe in 
1927. a three-minute call cost $75. 
Today a station-to-station call on 
weekdays is $6.75, and calls cost 
even less at certain times. 


As technological 
advancements have made rate 
reductions possible, they have 
also made service better and 
more reliable. 

The latest service improve- 
ment is the introduction of Inter- 
national Direct Distance Dialing 
(IDDD) customer dialing 
directly to a number in a foreign 
country. 

Although for several years it 
has been possible to dial overseas 
calls to points like Hawaii, 
Alaska and Puerto Rico, which 
have area codes like those in the 
continental U.S., it was

impossible until recently for 
customers to dial to foreign coun- 
tries. 

Since April, 1970, customers in 
some New York City exchanges 
have been able to dial 
internationally. They can dial to 
290 countries. In October 
customers in some Washington, 
D.C. and Maryland exchanges 
began dialing their own calls to 
five countries. 

AT and T said that within the 
next year nearly every major 
city in the U.S. will have at least 
one telephone switching center 
capable of handling customer- 
dialed international calls. 

International calls are carried 
through facilities almost equally 
divided between cable and 
satellite circuits. The two 
systems are complementary 
should one fail, the other serves 
as a back-up to link the world’s 
nearly 300 million telephones. 

The substantial rise in 
overseas calling has caused a 
major expansion of international 
circuits since 1960. Then AT and 
T’s business was handled over 
260 cable and 240 radio circuits.

Bird 
Counting At 
Fever Pitch 


By Wayne Hanley 
The annual fever for winter 
bird counting has reached such a 
pitch that an estimated 18,000 of 
the current 200-plus million 
Americans now are engaged in 
the Christmas Bird Count. 


In a way, of course, that’s nota 
fair comparison. Several of the 
winter bird counters will be 
Canadians. Since U.S. citizens 
know nothing about Canada, we 
can assume only that the rumor 
that 21 million live there may be

true. So one must allot a few 
hundred from the total for a 
comparison with 21 million. 

Anyway, it indicates the extent 
of the mass fervor for frostbite 
especially if one deducts the 
larger mass of the counters who 
will be counting in balmier areas 
of Florida, California, Texas, 
Arizona, etc. 

In northern climes, the 
pickings can be slim. In ice- 
mantled Yukon Territory some 
hardy soul may be out as long as 
the sun is up (a matter more 
accurately measured in minutes 
than hours) to determine 
whether the five species of birds 
found there last year have 
increased to six or regressed to 
four. 

For most of us who count the 
house sparrows, Starlings and 
mallard ducks of New England, 
the big score consists of finding 
birds that failed to get the 
message. ‘‘The message,” of 
course, is that undetermined 
signal that tells a bird that there 
are better places to spend the 
winter than New England. 


Every group of bird census- 
takers in New England almost 
without exception will visit some 
cedar swamp or multiflora rose 
fence that supports a few robins 
who missed the message. They 
(the birds, that is) will be sitting 
there like boobs, probably not 
even wondering where ali other 
robins of summer now are. In 
case, you are wondering, the 
other robins are basking in the 
sunshine of the Gulf of Mexico 
rim. 

There also will be a few birds 
that got the message with 
considerable static enough to 
garble the directions thoroughly. 


These will be western 


flycatchers and a few other con- 
fused bundles of feathers that 
flew northeast instead of south. 
Well, none of us is perfect. 


The really interesting thing 
about ‘‘the signal,’’ however, is 
not that a few miss it but that 
millions of birds get it and act 
accordingly. 


Anyhow, here we are right in 
the middle of the seventy-third 
annual Christmas Bird Count and 
with high excitement abounding. 


Perhaps it’s not fair to imply that 
the sport has not grown as fast as 
television-watching. After all, 
there was no television in 1900 
when the Christmas count 
started, But, it did start with only 
27 persons participating, and the 
arithmetical progression since 
then has outstripped the popula- 
tion explosion.

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Merrimack 
Accredited 
For Teachers 


A new opportunity exists for 
Merrimack College degree 
recipients. 

Completion of education 
courses at the North Andover 
college now earns certification 
for. secondary level teaching 
positions in twenty-eight states, a 
privilege which applies to a 
limited: number of «colleges all 
bearing the stamp of approval of 
the National Council for 
Accreditation of Teacher Educa- 
tion (N.C.A.T.E.). This was the 
full meaning of an announcement 
by Merrimack College President, 
Rev. John R. Aherne, 0.S.A. who 
commended Prof. Walter Socha 
and the Education Department 
faculty whose efforts resulted in 
a ten year national accreditation 
for Merrimack by N.C.A.T.E. 


Merrimack thus joins a select 
group of seventeen colleges and 
universities in Massachusetts 
who have received N.C.A.T.E. 
accreditation. On the national 
level, only 450 out of 2400 colleges 
and universities have been 
accorded the N.C.A.T.E. ac- 
creditation. 

According to Fr. Aherne, the 
drive for accreditation by the 
National Council for the 
Accreditation of Teacher Educa- 
tion began in 1961 when Rev. 
John M. Driscoll, O.S.A. was 
Dean of Merrimack College. The 
continuation of preparatory 
efforts were sustained when Fr. 
Aherne served as Dean of the 
college from 1962 to 1968. The 
immediate preparation for the 
N.C.A.T.E. team visit to 
Merrimack in November, 1970 
was made by Rev. John A. 
Coughlan, O.S.A., the present 
Vice-President for Academic Af- 
fairs in collaboration with Prof. 
Socha and the Education 
Department. 


“I offer my congratulations to 
all those in the college whose 
cooperative efforts have made 
the N.C.A.T.E. accreditation 
possible. The N.C.A.T.E. ac- 
creditation enables the Secon- 
dary Teacher Preparation 
program at Merrimack to con- 
tinue with the confidence of 
national recognition for our 
prospective teaching can- 
didates,”’ said Fr. Aherne. 

Education Dept. Chairman, 
Prof. Walter Socha also com- 
mented that Merrimack College 
graduates have long contributed 
to the development of secondary 
education, particularly in the 
Merrimack Valley and Greater 
Boston areas. ‘‘Of our 9350 
alumni in the past twenty-five 
years, approximately 1000 
Merrimack College graduates 
have been involved in teaching 
and administrative careers in 
secondary education,” said Prof. 
Socha. 


Presently some seventy 
communities with approximately 
300 teachers and administrators 
throughout Greater Boston and 
the Merrimack Valley cooperate 
with Merrimack’s teacher 
preparation program through 
pre-student teaching laboratory 
experiences and practice 
teaching situations. Ten 
cooperating public school 
teachers also annually serve as 
visiting lecturers at Merrimack 
to prepare students in ‘special 
methods’’ courses for teaching 
specific high school subjects. 


Birdwatching In Cemeteries 


That Ronald Dixon, wildlife 
biologist with the U.S. Forest 
Service, is conducting a survey of 
birdwatching in cemeteries com- 
es as exciting news. 

Take it from an old hand: there 
are many bonuses to birding in 
cemeteries. Where else, for in- 
stance, may one read from a 
chiseled slate such morale 
boosters as: 

“Stop Here My Friends and 
Cast An Eye, 

Consider Well That You Must 
Die!” 

Things like that buck. up the 
spirit, particularly on a cold and 
windy winter's day. 

Besides, one may gain a view 
of a great horned owl in a nearby 
pine or hemlock. Cemeteries 
seem particularly productive of 
tree-roosting owls. After all, 
owls are disturbed only oc- 
casionally in the average 
cemetery where day by day little 
happens. In ancient ceméteries 
nothing ever happens in daylight 

Unless some tombstone fan 
arrives to make a rubbing of an 
unusual stone. At night, owls are 
abroad, so the noisiest of parties 
means little to them. 

By the way, the rubbings of 
tombstones through which one 
winds up with a huge piece of 
paper that bears the message and 
art that appear on the stone has 
become enough of an industry in 
a few ancient cemeteries that 
towns require purchase of a 
license by rubbers. 

If it had not been for preoc- 
cupation with gravestones, art 
might have been totally 
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neglected in the more austere 
colonies of the Northeast. As it 
was, we have been left a legacy 
of weeping willows whose droop 
reminds one of a fountain whose 
water pressure was too low. And 
numerous skulls whose eyeless, 
vacant sockets~stare with an 
eternal intensity that should be 
capable of scaring away birds. 

The messages gouged into 
several graveyards slate slabs 
would rate an ‘‘R’’, and here and 
there one may come upon a can- 
didate ‘for ‘‘X°' rating. Colonials 
had a-bad habit of telling it like it 
was. 

As for cemeteries themselves, 
they are good birding territory. 
In cemeteries where the grass is 
cut before it reaches haying 
height, one may be certain of a 
few chipping sparrows in 
summer. Where the brush is not 
regularly attacked, a few field 
sparrows are possible. With a 
few red cedars interspersed with 
lawn, mockingbirds sometimes 
exist. On a wintry day, the bleak 
cemetery may host a few snow 
buntings. Or, an occasional horn- 
ed lark in spring. 

In general, country cemeteries 
do not occupy the best arable 
land. If one seeks the plants of 
sparse soil, such things as rabbit- 
foot clover, prostrate phlox or 
reindeer lichen, the local 
cemetery probably can furnish 
examples for pressing. 

There are, of course, 
cemeteries famed for the birds 
which visit them. There were 
whole decades in which warblers 
might have passed unnoticed 
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through Massachusetts except 
for the horde of magnified 
eyeballs ogling them in Mt. 
Auburn Cemetery. But, most of 
us lack the social status of the 
owner of a key to Mt. Auburn's 
gate and must settle for the 
unattended or semi-maintained 
marble orchard. And, while we 
seldom have ballooned the fact 
into a social note, we can testify 
that birds visit the less cheery 
graveyards too.

Although a 
slow growing tree, a holly will 
bring reward in a few years with 
ample Yuletide decorations. 

A native American holly has 
the best chance of thriving, under 
garden conditions. English holly 
which has larger leaves and a 
richer green color than native 
holly may be killed by zero 
temperatures. 

A holly likes well drained soils, 
and looks best when kept away 
from other trees and shrubs. It 
should never be planted closer 
than 15 feet from a house. 


Only female hollies bear 
berries, and one male tree in a 
neighborhood is usually enough 
to pollinate a dozen or more 
female trees. A reputable 
nurseryman can distinguish 
between a male and female holly. 
You yourself can, at blossom 
time in late May or early June. 
The female flower has a green 
protruberance in the center 
surrounded by four white pistils. 
The male flower has four yellow 
Stamens and does not have a 
center core of green.
